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Ford Recalls 80% 
Of New Pintos 


DEARBORN, Mich. (UPI) — Ford Motor Co. has 
announced the recall of 80 per cent of its new sub­ 
com pact Pintos sold with standard 1600-cubic-cen- 
tim eter engines because of accelerator linkage prob­ 
lem. 
Ford said the Pinto problem turned up during test 
driving. When the throttle was opened more than 
half way, it might not always return to the closed 
position when accelerator pressure was removed. 
The 26,000 Pintos recalled involve more than 36 
per cent of the 73,350 subcompacts produced so far. 
Those recalled involved early production models and 
the company said the problem was corrected on the 
production line in early October. 
Ford also recalled 26,700 medium and heavy-duty 
trucks and bus chasis built in 1968 through 1970 be­ 
cause of a problem that could result in the loss of 
brake fluid and reduce braking effectiveness.

Nixon Asks for Votes Against Violence

“ We must recognize that sim­ 
ply because the cause happens 


to be peace, no protest

justifies 
violence,

justifies lawlessness.” 
Nixon characterized the San 
.lose incident Thursday night in 
which he and his motor entou­ 
rage were attacked wuh rocks 
and eggs as one “ in which you 
saw 3,000 people inside listening 
to the speakers and 1,000 dem- 
n n s t r a t o r s outside, demon­ 
strators who shouted epithets, 
but in addition to that hurled 
bottles and bricks, broke win­ 
dows, damaged the buses, in­ 
jured some of the people in 
those buses.” 
He claimed that domestic tur­ 
moil is upsetting peace efforts 
in the 
Vietnam 
conflict 
and 
commented, “The United States 
cannot lead the forces of peace 
abroad unless we can demon­ 
strate 
that 
we 
can 
restore 
peace right here at hom e.” 
His strategy in seeking peace 
In Vietnam, he explained, is de­ 


signed to grant a legacy of a 
“ full generation of peace” to 
the young people of America, 
something, he claimed, no gen­ 
eration in the 20th century has 
ever possessed. 
I he m aiortty of the youth of 
America does not fit into the 
picture presented at San Jose 
or on television news, the Presi­ 
dent said. “The radical few that

on your 
television 
screens night 
after 
night — 
they are not 
a 
majority of 
American youth today and will 
not be the leaders of tomor­ 
row.”

Because of the narrow ba­

He labeled all South 
Vietnamese who support such a 
plan “lackeys of the Commu 
nists.” 
A l l i e d military operations 
from the Demilitarized Zone to 
Da Nang and southward 
Quang Ngai City were at a vir­ 
tual standstill. U.S. Marine heli 
copters made rice drops to per­ 
sons still isolated but in no im 
medrate danger. 
Some of the helicopters were 
shot at by the Viet Cong. One 
sank in 12 feet of water, and 
one of its four crewmen was re 
ported missing. 
Four U.S. Marines reportedly 
drowned when their Jeep was 
swept off Highway 1 between 
Da Nang and Chu Lai. 
Vietnamese authorities 
said 
that at last report 102 persons 
were dead and another 147,761 
had been evacuated by helicop­ 
ters and boats to higher ground. 
All of the dead apparently were 
Vietnamese and almost all were 
civilians. 
The flooding climaxed nearly 
a month of steady rains fol­ 
lowed by two typhoons and a 
tropical storm. Da Nang and 
Chu Lai received 18 inches of 
rain in the past 10 days, and 
Quang Tri City got 27 inches of 
rain.

Given in 
Robbery 
ONTARIO — A 27-year-old 
nan was sentenced to state pri­ 
son Friday on two counts of 
armed robbery. 
Superior Court Judge Archie 
D. Mitchell ordered Homer Lee 
redford, formerly of 1546 Eu­ 
clid Ave., Ontario, to serve the 
arison term on both charges at 
he same time but said they 
would run separately from any 
other sentence. 
The sentence for armed rob­ 
bery is not less than five years. 
Tedford was convicted by a 
Jury of robbing the Blue Barn 
Bar in Montclair and three pat­ 
rons of a total of $319. The rob­ 
bery happened last March 25. 


ONTARIO — County Supervisor Ruben Ayala said 
Friday he was impressed by the Air National Guard 
installation at Ontario International Airport and was 
confident that pilots flew their jets over non-popu- 
lated areas whenever possible. 
%«.*• 
Ayala, who had suggested last week the guard be 
moved to either Norton or George air force base to 
cut down on jet aircraft noises, toured the facility at 
the invitation of Col. Cecil Sanders, base command­ 
e r./S 


“I am convinced that Col. Sanders is doing every­ 
thing possible to cooperate with area residents and 
public officials in keeping flights away from the 
populated areas,” said Ayala. ‘‘This is not always 
possible because of wind and weather conditions.” 


Ayala said he understood the difficulty in moving 
the base with all its specialized equipment to ano­ 
ther airfield. 


‘‘They have quite an investment at Ontario, and 
there are no federal funds available to move the 
facility.” 


Ayala also noted the guard unit must be in a 
populated area to draw volunteers for its operation. 
“ It would be difficult to maintain the force in the 
desert area,” he added. 


The supervisor said he was impressed with the 
guard’s responsibility of providing a first line of de 
fense for Southern California in case of enemy at­ 
tack. 


“These men are providing a necessary service to 
the citizens of California.” 


Ayala had told guard officials earlier the question 
of moving the Air National Guard had come up be­ 
cause of aircraft noises in south Ontario and north 
Chino. 
* 


“No one has ever said we should do away with 
the Air National Guard. The question is, ‘can you 
provide the same function at another location?’ ” 


Ayala noted the F102s make more noise than com­ 
mercial planes. “The people I represent are both­ 
ered by airplane noises. I do not propose that only 
the people under the flight patterns should decide 
the airport’s future. But we should listen to these 
people.” 


The supervisor said if the airport expansion is “a 
must,” then the legitimate complaints of residents 
under the flight pattern should be aired. “These 
people must be given assurance that everything pos­ 
sible will be done to provide air corridors that will 
take aircraft into the least populated areas to min­ 
imize air pollution.” 


Ayala said he asked if the Air National Guard can 
do the same function if it is located in a less popu­ 
lated area. “ If the answer is no, then you should 
stay here.” 


The supervisor noted the airport is the single most 
important facility in the region as far as the eco­ 
nomic development is concerned. The airport brings 
in more industry, which keeps the tax base from 
going higher. 


Col. Sanders briefed Ayala on the guard’s history, 
stating it was located here in 1952 when the unit 
returned from the Korean Conflict. He said the base 
employs 195 full time civil service technicians and 
10 state civil service employes. Their «alaries total 
nearly $3 million annually. 


“We have strict rules on the conduct of the pilots 
regard proper altitudes and the uses of the af­ 
ter-burners. If we catch a pilot violating these rules, 
then he will be fired,” said Sanders. 


Col. Lloyd Hutton, commander of the 196th Fight­ 
er Interceptor Squadron, said his group’s primary 
function is the air defense of Southern California. 


“Our pilots are one part of a four-part team 
whose goal is to detect, identify, intercept and des­ 
troy if necessary intruders into the skies over South­ 
ern California.” 


Hutton said the local group is one of four similar 
units in California and the only one in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, 


He said the pilots follow flight patterns which 
take the quickest route to areas of reduced popula­ 
tion and continue over sparsely populated areas all 
the way to the coast. 
“Our surveys and flight checks have indicated 
these procedures result in the least noise to the 
least people,” he said.

San Bernardino County 
Flood Control District estimated 
damage of $3,200,000 to federal 
land and $5,690,000 to private 
and county land. 
Damage to watershed alone 
was estimated at over $4 mil­ 
lion. 
At Friday’s hearing, Edwin 
A. Karman of the Forestry De­ 
partment said the blaze began 
about four feet from a dirt trail 
in Meyers Canyon in the Lytle 
Creek area.

Kelley told deputies he dis­ 
posed of his remaining fire­ 
crackers beside the road be­ 
cause he “didn’t want to get 
caught with them.” 
Kelley is charged under a sta­ 
tute which provides a prison 
sentence of one to ten years for 
anyone who “willfully and mali­ 
ciously” burns a forested area. 
The case is being prosecuted 
by Dep. Dist. Atty. Rodney S. 
Melville. Dep. Public Defender 
Ray L. Craig is defending Kel­ 
ley.

“The public is being given a 
vast array of distorted 
and 
inaccurate information relative 
to Proposition 18,” Schabarum 
said. 
“ Proponents and oppo­ 
nents of this critical issue have 
used simplistic allegations to 
advance their case, which has 
confused the facts. I feel it is 
important that my constituents 
know my views on this serious 
problem.” 
Schabarum is a member of 
the 
Assembly 
Transportation 
Committee and chairman of the 
Assembly Subcommittee on Air 
Pollution. 
“The principle argument put 
forth by proponents is that pas­ 
sage is necessary to solve our 
smog problem. In fact, some 
groups are calling this a clean 


air amendment,” he said, 
“Believe me, Proposition 18 
is not the answer to our air pol­ 
lution problem. To rest your 
hopes on this proposal is dan­ 
gerous and foolhardy. 
“There is no evidence to show 
that any known mode of trans­

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San profile: Rodrigo Fernandez 
Cuban building a second 
success story in America

Next time somebody tells 
you the foreign-born can no 
longer make it in the United 
States, just send him to Rod­ 
rigo Fernandez. 
Fernandez is building his 
second success story here. He 
left the first one with Fidel 
Castro in 1963, when he fled 
to America. 
He took a couple of years, 
to be sure, to get used to his 
adopted land and to replan 
his dream. 
But in 1968, he bought a 
service station. A year ago he 
opened a second location. He 
is opening a third one next 
month. And if he can buy a 
fourth one soon after that, 
he’ll have a station for each 
of his sons. 
At 60, that’s how his dream 
begins. 
There is no magic in the 
way Fernandez and his four 
6ons, Rodrigo Jr., Roy, Jorge 
and Arnaldo, are going about 
this expansion business. 
It’s all in the family, they 
all work hard, they give good 
service, and they charge a 
little less for their gasoline. If 
there is a formula, it is in the 
relationship of the father and 
his four sons, the mutual res­ 
pect they hold for each other, 
and their apparent willingness 
to subjugate their individual 
interests for the benefit of the 
group. 
This is exemplified in their 
attitude toward the youngest 
brother, Amie, now a senior 
at Montclair High School. 
Speaks Some English 
“ None of us had a change 
to go to college,” brother R< 
explained. “ So now, we ai 
all 
pushing 
Amie. 
He 
sm art; he would ma 
engineer. At

should go to college. We’ll 
take care of everything for 
him.” 
Although 
Fernandez 
does 
6 p e a k 
some 
English 
— 
enough to get him by for his 
daily needs — for his inter­ 
view he engaged sons Rodrigo 
and Roy to do the translating 
for 
him. 
He 
wanted 
no 
chances at misunderstanding 
any of the questions or their 
implications, because he had 
some harsh words to 
say 
about Castro and about Com­ 
munists both here 
and 
in 
Cuba. 
He said he had 
a good 
chance in Cuba to watch the 
Communists rise to power. 
Fernandez said he began 
working when he was 13 in a 
store where the family prac­ 
tically adopted him. At 15, he 
was given an interest in the 
business. At. 23 he bought out 
the rest of the owners. 
But even though he was, by 
then, his own boss, he had 
longed to go back to farming. 
So when he was 28, he sold 
the store, and with the profit 
he bought a 1,300-acre rice 
and dairy farm. 
For 15 years the farm pros- 
p e r e d , as Fernandez in­ 
creased his holdings to 2,800 
acres, and it looked that the 
Fernandez 
children 
would 
some day inherit a tidy for­ 
tune from their industrious 
father. 
Then cam e the uprisings, 
the bombs, the terror, the 
shooting and the looting, and 
the attacks from the hills, 
and the bearded guerrillas led 
by Fidel Castro; and the Ba­ 
tista regime crumbled. 
Communism Felt 
Soon, the Fernandez family 
began to feel the yoke of 
communism, a rlittle by little 
the needs of the new govern­ 
ment eroded their land 
to 
ne-fourth the original. 
The oldest daughter, now 
I, got m arried and left Cuba 
J 


i 1961, and settled in Por- 
land, Ore. The rest of the 
Fernandez family, leaving all 
of the family holdings behind, 
followed the couple two years 
later. 
Two years later, when his 
son-in-law was transferred to 
Upland, all the relatives fol­ 
lowed. Fernando got a job as 
a 
repairm an 
with 
General 
Telephone; 
his 
oldest 
son 
found employment in aero­ 
space, and Mrs. Fernandez be­ 
came a seam stress, all saving 
toward the new family plan 
— to lease a service station. 
That dream took form in 
1968, when 
Fernandez took 
over the lease on Ben Hite’s 
Union 76 station at the corner 
of 
Mission 
Boulevard 
and 
Eleanor Street. The 
family 
kept the station open 12 hours 
a day while all three kept 
their full-time jobs and de­ 
voted 
whatever 
tim e 
they 
could spare to the station. 


A year later, the family 
opened a second station, this 
time at Holt and Monte Vista 
avenues in Montclair. Mrs. 
Fernandez quit her job and 
went home; 
Fernandez and 
his sons decided that now the 
business needed all of their 
time. 
Both 
stations 
have 
done 
well. Now, Fernandez is get­ 
ting ready to open a third lo­ 
cation, this time at Mission 
and Myrtle Street in Pomona. 
One of his ambitions is to 
get each of his sons started 
off in life as an independent 
businessman. So he plans to 
open up a fourth station in 
the next year. 
Fernandez is a happy man 
with a quick, broad smile. He 
is immensely proud of what 
he and his family have been 
able to accomplish here. But 
he turns apprehensive as he 
talks about the changes tak­ 
ing place in America today. 
They are hitting too close to 
home. 
“ Back in Cuba,” 
he ex­ 
plains through 
one 
of 
his 
translating sons, “The Com­ 
munists had what you call 
E s c u e 1 a De Sabotage — 
School for Sabotage. This is 
where they taught people how 
to make bombs, how to cause 
riots and terror, and to dis­ 


rupt. There were many Amer­ 
icans 
who 
went 
to 
those 
schools. They are now blow­ 
ing up buildings here, and 
leading the riots.” 


Force the Answer 
H e 
said 
he 
has 
lived 
through those times in Cuba 
and has come to realize that 
the only way to fight the 
Communists was to use their 
own tactics. “ Force is the 
only 
language 
they 
under­ 
stand,” he declared, speaking 
this time in broken English 
for more emphasis, “ While 
we talk and think and we 
wait, they are attacking . . . 
and they are winning.” 
Fernandez 
said 
he 
sees 
many parallels between the 
bombings and the terrorist 
acts in Cuba before Castro 
seized 
power, 
and 
in 
the 
United States today. But, he 
added, he felt confident that 
the United States is too great 
a nation to allow them to con­ 
tinue as Cuba did.

on playing

produced a new book entitled 
“ How Good Is Your Bridge?” 
It is done in the form of 150 
questions

play. We will get around to a 
lot of hands from this book in 
November. In the meanwhile, 
here is one of his very simple 
problems that does cover two 
points in play. 
Declarer

trumps. 
Which trum p should he play 
from his hand? 
The answer is the ace If 
trumps break 2-1, 
declarer

Victor’s next question is:

In the heavy rain of the winter of 1968-69, the 
Pomona area escaped serious flood damage. It was 
no accident. 
Over the years, Pomona voters have supported at 
the polls thè various storm drain bonds proposed by 
Los Angeles County. And the Pomona city admin­ 
istration has had the foresight and wisdom to see 
that the city received its share of the allocation of 
storm drain monies. These projects have been va­ 
luable investments that have paid off in lives and 
property saved. 
However, much remains to be done in the control 
of flood waters. Proposition A on the general elec­ 
tion ballot on Tuesday asks for voter approval of a 
countv bond issue of $252 million to continue con­ 
struction of vital storm drain projects throughout 
Los Angeles County. 
Of this sum, more than $24 million will be allo­ 
cated for new projects in the eastern end of the coun­ 
ty, including the communities of Pomona, Clare­ 
mont, La Verne, San Dimas, Walnut, West Covina, 
Covina, Glendora, Hacienda Heights, Industry, and 
La Puente. 
Proposition A has won endorsements from labor, 
taxpayer groups, industry, the League of California 
Cities, the Board of Supervisore, chambers of com­ 
merce, and civic organizations.

mending that all Los Angeles County citizens vote 
“Yes” so that the County Flood Control District can 
continue to build a system to safeguard the Los 
Angeles Basin from catastrophic flooding.

is on the increase

Frustrated feminine liberationists might take a 
look at the banking business. 
A “quiet revolution” has taken place in banking 
over the past 50 years, reports the National Associa­ 
tion of Bank-Women, Inc. 
When the association was founded in 1921, there 
were few women in executive positions. 
Figures for 1925 show there were 25 women bank 
presidents, 74 vice presidents, 93 cashiers, 11 secret­ 
aries, three trust officers, five managers, 1,885 as­ 
sistant cashiers, 11 assistant treasurers and 11 assis­ 
tant secretaries — making a total of only 2,134 
women in executive posts in banks throughout the 
United States. 
Today, the NABW estimates that there are more 
than 20,000 women bank officers. 
Who says women are always passed over by men 
for the top executive positions? 
Statistics on NABW membership for 1968 showed 
that there were 11 chairmen of the board; five 
chairmen of the board and president; one chairman 
of the board and five president; one chairman of 
the board and executive vice president, and 22 
executive vice presidents — all women. 
Furthermore, executive titles held by women have 
increased to 33 categories, including auditor, branch 
manager, comptroller, personnel officer, loan offi­ 
cer, trust officer and tax officer. 
The percentage of women in executive positions in 
the banking industry is, in fact, the highest of any 
business in the nation. Some 11 per cent of all bank 
officers are women. 
If money talks, women are taking an increasing 
part in the conversation.

C h u r c h-related newspapers 
and magazines are losing sub­ 
scribers at a painful rate. 
Sunday School enrollment has 
declined every year for the 
past six years. 
In retrospect, it now ap­ 
pears that the postwar boom 
in religious interest crested in 
the late fifties, and has been 
subsiding slowly ever since. 
The Gallup organization’s an­ 
nual survey of church attend­ 
ance peaked in 1958, when 49 
per cent of America’s adult 
population attended worship 
services on a typical Sunday. 
In 1969, only 42 per cent turn­ 
ed out, and the 1970 figure 
probably will be even lower. 
The impact of the recession 
is most conspicuous in that 
ever-sensitive 
gauge 
of hu­ 
man concern —money. 
The Episcopal Church, be­ 
cause it has just published a 
fresh batch of financial statis­ 
tics, provides 
a convenient 
example of what’s happening 
in many mainline denomina­ 
tions. 
I n 
1967, 
the 
Episcopal 


Church (meaning the parent 
national organization) went $1 
million into the red. In 1969, 
despite budget cuts, it failed 
by 
$1.7 
million 
to 
raise 
enough funds to balance its 
expenditures. In 1970, officials 
estim ate the church’s receipts 
will fall 
nearly $4 million 
short of its pared-down $14.7 
million budget. 
The 
imm ediate 
cause 
is 
easy to identify. Only half of 
the church’s 90 dioceses were 
able or willing last year to 
m eet their annual quotas for 
contributions 
to 
the parent 
body. 
A few withheld funds out of 
pique over the church’s ef­ 
forts to help black people, In- 
d i a n s , Spanish-Americans, 
y o u n g 
people 
and 
other 
“ voiceless” groups to organ­ 
ize themselves for more effec­ 
tive representation in the na- 
t i o n ’ s decisionmaking pro­ 
cesses. 
But 
many 
Episcopal dio­ 
ceses defaulted on their quo­ 
tas solely because they, too, 
are hurting for money. For ex­ 
ample, the Episcopal Diocese 
of Washington, D.C., —one of 
the healthier dioceses of the 
church —asked its parishes 
last year for $652,000 as a 
rock bottom minimum to car­ 
ry on diocesan programs. The 
parishes responded with pled­ 
ges totalling $568,000, but only 
$545,000 was actually paid In. 
The financial pinch really 
begins at the parish or local 
church level, and is simply 
passed along to higher ech­ 
elons.

“ When Hoffa arrived," con­

Brewster told me 
that Hoffa asked if Brewster 
would be the middleman be­

Hoffa

The Sullivan statem ent be­ 
cam e the basis for a bribery 
indictment last year against 
Brewster who u.as accused of 
accepting $24,500 from Spie­ 
gel, Inc., the Chicago mail or­ 
der house, to influence h>s 
“ action, vote and decision on 
postage rate legislation.”

Brewster wasn’t the only 
Senator accused by Sullivan.

Spiegel through com­ 
mittees set up under lax cam­ 
paign laws as channels for 
such funds. 
In the secret statem ent now

It is a long-standing joke 
that the Holy Roman Empire 
was neither holy, Roman, nor 
an empire; nevertheless, this 
ill-defined institution survived 
for a thousand years, from 
Charlemagne until Napoleon 
dissolved it in 1806. 
With the Empire, Charle­ 
magne tried to revive the glo-

ry of Rome, to make a west­ 
ern counterpart to the Byzan­ 
tine Empire; but his achieve­ 
ment fragmented into feudal 
factions. 
The greatest medieval ruler 
of the Empire and the man 
who did most to establish it 
both as idea and reality was 
Frederick 
Barbarossa, 
who 
governed it from 1152 to 1190 
A.D. 


A countemporary of Henry 
II of England, Frederick was 
an equally forceful monarch, 
determined to make his will 
into law and to rule supreme 
as lord temporal and spiri­ 
tual.

Book holds out hope 
for childless couples

CHILDLESS COUPLE, Sher- 
win A. Kaufman, M.D., Simon 
and Schuster, Inc., $4.95. 
This book deals openly with 
the causes and treatment of a 
frustrating 
and 
sometimes 
personally humiliating human 
condition: infertility. 
K a u f m a n , a prominent 
Manhattan 
gynecologisi-ob- 
•tetrician who is-medical di­ 
rector of Planned Parenthood 
of New York City, writes with 
compassion 
and 
frankness 
about the problems of infertil­ 
ity and how they can be sur­ 
mounted. 
According to the author, In­ 
fertility problems are often 
far from hopeless. With new 
tests and treatments, there is 
more hope ior the childless 
than ever before. Only a few 
decades ago, the chances of 
•uccessfully helping a child­ 
less couple were only about ?0 
percent, according to Kauf­ 
man. Today, new medical ad­ 
vances have come close to 
doubling that figure so that 
currently almost 50 percent of 
•'childless” couples can 
be 
helped to conceive. 
Often couples wishing 
to 
have a child begin to suspect 


one of the manners is infertile 
simply because thcv have not 
allowed for adequate time to 
achieve conception. 
‘‘It is not generally known 
that despite boasts of con­ 
ception after ‘one shot’ 
it 
takes the average couple four 
to six months to achieve preg­ 
nancy,” Kaufman says. 
"In 
general, 
the 
young 
couple should continue their 
a t t e m p t s to conceive for 
about a year before seeking 
help. If the wife is in her 
thirties, the time might be 
s h o r t e n e d to about six 
months. Fertility in women 
begins to decline with advanc­ 
ing years.” 
Although

book—the text and appendices 
run 144 pages—thorough cove­ 
rage is given to the specific 
causes of infertility, the vari­ 
ous tests used to arrive at a 
diagnosis, 
and

Written down to a layman’s 
level in a good, clean narra­ 
tive style, the book no doubt 
will serve for many years as 
a definitive text on a problem 
which most people admittedly 
know little about.

George MacDonald Frazer, 
chronicler of the later delin­ 
quencies of the ex-Rugbyite

Flashman 
(the

pelled bully of “Tom Brown’s 
School Days”), would have it 
that 
the 
Zenda 
story 
is 
merely a literary distortion of 
one of the adventures of his 
luck-shot antihero. 
In this book, he involves the 
domitable Harry with some 
real people — notably Otto 
von Bismark as a young man 
and Lola Montez at the outset 
of her career. 
Bismark and 
La Montez 
connive to make Flashman a 
substitute bridegroom at the 
wedding of egg-bald Danish 
Prince Carl Gustaf to Irma, 
Duchess of Strackenz.

OVER 40, OUT OF WORK? 
How to Win at the Job-Hun­ 
ting Game, by Lou Albee. 
Prentice Hall. 
This is a very practical 
guide for the middle aged 
who suddenly finds himself 
among the unemployed. 
It begins with a description 
of the trauma which follows 
the realization that a satis­ 
factory new job will be diffi­ 
cult to find, that most op­ 
portunities seem to be open 
only to younger men. Yet the 
greatest handicap is not age, 
according to the author, but 
the emotional condition and 
the mental attitude. 
There is so frightening a 
“loss of status” that comes 
w?th being unemployed, and 
such an unusual and degrad­ 
ing sense of being a needy 
supplicant at job interviews, 
that morale can deteriorate 
rapidly. 
Lou Albee writes from his 
own painful experience, and 
also as a result of inter­ 
viewing and counseling hun­ 
dreds of men in a 40-plus or­ 
ganization. A branch of this 
group is in Los Angeles and 
works on a cooperative basis 


to assist its members with 
counseling and placement. 
The first step, according to 
Albee, is for the rest of the 
family to be brought into the 
complete picture; it is a fami­ 
ly crisis and a time when the 
whole family needs to close 
ranks and pull together. 
Families who do not recog­ 
nize the severe emotional (as 
well as financial) strains of 
joblessness may find the old 
bonds are disintegrating be­ 
yond repair. This discussion, 
in Albee’s second chapter, is 
valuable reading for all wives 
and 
teen-aged 
children 
in 
such a situation. 
As the author points out, 
“ Unemployment is a crisis; it 
Is an ordeal by fire that can 
destroy a man. It can destroy 
a marriage and a family. It 
can make you a bitter, frust­ 
rated individual. It can wreck 
your finances and harm you 
emotionally 
and 
physically. 
But it can also . . . be a 
blessing in disguise. It can 
strengthen 
your 
character 
and turn your marriage into a 
more wonderful relationship 
than you dreamed possible.”

Anyone with a serious inter­ 
est in a hobby, skill or fine 
art seeks to know the history 
and development to better un­ 
derstand his subject. 
Stitchery—both creative and 
traditional—has become pro­ 
bably the leading hobby of 
American women. 
Patterns 
and articles abound In every 
women’s magazine. 
Yet in the many books and 
articles published within the 
last few years, there is little 
said to offer the craftsman 
any concept of what she Is at­ 
tempting to do—or why. 
Finally, two women have 
produced an exceptionally in­ 
teresting book, which could 
almost be called a text, that 
enriches 
the 
understanding 
and enjoyment of creative 
stitchery. 
In early times, the book re­ 
calls, a lady unskilled in the 
use of the needle was compa­ 
rable to a gentleman who did 
not know how to use the 
sword. 
The book traces needlework 
through European history to 
the early 
settlers 
in 
this 
country where it was the men 
who designed and decorated 
the homes. The women were 


delegated 
to 
adding 
only 
small touches with their han­ 
diwork. 
Outlined in the early chap­ 
ters are the reasons for the 
decline of needlework and the 
subsequent regaining of it* 
popularity. 
Drawing upon museum re­ 
sources in the United States 
and Europe, the book is filled 
with 
reproductions 
of out­ 
standing works in color to 
stimulate the reader. 
In addition to instructions 
for the beginning stitcher, the 
book provides designs for con­ 
temporary adaptions. Sugges­ 
tions and requirements for 
creating patterns are in the 
final section of the book. 
F o r the truly creative 
stitchery as taught on the 
West 
Coast, 
much of the 
book’s designs are too regi- 
manted. 
However, 
teachers 
agree that a person must 
have a basic understanding 
and discipline to be a skilled 
creative artist. 
“Creative Stitchery” is an 
excellent reference book for

to-put-down quality, but it is 
also due to the fact that “The 
A ristos” is in the form of suc­ 
cinct numbered notes. 
This, says the author, “ is 
not laziness on m y part, but 
an attem pt to supress all rhe­ 
toric, all persuasion through 
style.” Nevertheless, he ad­ 
m its, “ I am a poet first; and 
then a scientist.” 
It is his style which accom­ 
plishes a m ajor requirem ent 
of such a book, which is to 
com m and 
the 
attention 
of 
even those who are not philo­ 
sophically Inclined. 
The title of this book is 
from 
the 
Greek 
meaning 
“ best” or “superior.” Self-ad- 
m ittedly drawing 
from 
the 
ideas of 
Heraclitus, 
Mach, 
Jung and Adler, the author 
has presented not only what 
he 
term s 
an 
existentialist 


viewpoint, but an unusually 
specific delineation of positive 
action to implement his ideas. 
F o r , as he emphasizes 
repeatedly, “ . . . Goodness 
is 
action, 
not 
intention 
to 
act.” 
Regardless of whether one 
agrees 
with 
John 
Fowles, 
there are m any statem ents 
throughout the 
book which 
command cogitation: 


On 
politics: 
“ If 
humans 
have to choose between an 
unfair free society and a fair 
unfree one, they will always 
swing to the first alternative, 
because 
freedom 
is 
m an’s 
magnetic north.” 
On the Good Society: “ The 
good human society is one in 
which no one conforms with­ 
out thinking why he is con­ 
forming; 
in which no one 
o b e y s without considering 
why he is obeying; and In 
which no one conforms out of 
fear 
or 
laziness. 
Such 
a 
society is not a fascist one.” 
On m arriage: “ A m arriage 
m ay begin in passion and end 
in harmony, but it cannot be 
passionate and harmonious at 
the sam e tim e.” 
On religion: “ All our con­ 
cepts of God are concepts of 
our own potentialities.” 
Commenting in this revised 


edition on m any other current 
problem s such as educational 
aim s, over-population, and the 


increasing role of machines in 


modern life, Fowles has pre­ 
sented 
solutions 
which 
we 


m ay accept or reject, but to 


which we should not rem ain

By rocket's white glare 


We weren’t using rockets to fly to the 
moon in the year 1904 but here in Po­ 
mona rocketry was already achieving 
some amazing results. 
At 8:45 p.m. on Nov. 8, 1904, rockets 
soared 2,000 feet above this city and 
The Pomona Daily Review had thereby 
scooped all rival newspapers by an­ 
nouncing in that manner that Theodore 
Roosevelt had been re-elected Presi­ 
dent of the United States. It was all 
according to an ingenious plan which 
had been devised by the Review editor, 
a plan which had been announced in 
that newspaper the preceding day. 
“The Review will announce the re­ 
sults of the election tomorrow night by 
sending up rockets from the news­ 
paper building according to the follow­ 
ing code,” the announcement read. 
“ROOSEVELT ELECTED—3 WHITE 
ROCKETS” 
“PARKER 
ROCKETS” 
ELECTED - 3 RED 


“NEW YORK GOES REPUBLICAN 
- 2 GREEN ROCKETS.” 
“NEW YORK GOES DEMOCRATIC 
— 2 BLUE ROCKETS” 
“REPUBLICAN CONGRESS — RED, 
WHITE AND BLUE ROCKETS.” 
“DEMOCRATIC CONGRESS — RED 
AND GREEN ROCKETS.” 
“It is believed the first announce­ 
ment will be ready by 9 o’clock. The 
second announcement will follow at 30 
minutes after the first. Come out and 
watch the rockets which will rise to a 
height of 2,000 feet.” 
The fact that Roosevelt had an over­ 
whelming majority was known shortly 
after 8 o’clock in the evening on elec­ 
tion day and so at 8:45 the three white 
rockets were launched. The crowds of 
people on the streets cheered lustily as 
the shower of white dropping stars 
from the rockets announced the elec­ 
tion result. It was definitely a first in 
instant news reporting here in Pomona 
and for that matter, probably in the 
nation.

theosise him into a saintly 
figure. It is to the credit of 
the author that he avoids this 
danger and portrays Rabbi 
Adler as a human being who 
knew the foibles of the middle 
class Jewish community he 
served, yet loved and res­ 
pected them and his calling. 
As for Richard Wishnetsky, 
his psychiatrists refused to 
grant direct comment about 
their patient. Thus the ge­ 
nuine value of this volume 
also derives from the sensi­ 
tive psychiatric surmises of 
Lo Cicero whose epilogue to 
his narrative is a brilliant es­ 
say on the troubled days we 
live. in. 
Though the book is high 
priced, it deserves to be read 
for its clear vision of the 
troubled times in which the 
Establishment and its young 
people seek to further 
the 
American dream. 
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‘ ‘ m o s t quoted Rabbi” in 
American Jewish circles. 
Adler was a natural product 
and fusion of traditional Jew­ 
ish 
values 
transplanted 
to 
American soil by early immi­ 
gration, 
flourishing

It is a further commentary

(usually for about $5 a pint). 
Ordinarily with their parents’ 
permission, 
teen-agers 
may 
donate blood. The sam e re­ 
strictions apply to them as to 
anvone else. They must not 
be anemic or otherwise ill, 
they must be free of blood 
diseases, have no history of 
hepatitis, m alaria and certain 
other diseases. A healthy per­ 
son may safely donate one 
pint 
of 
blood 
every 
two 
months. Some people have do­ 
nated some six or eight times 
a year for decades.

In most cases, the pur­ 
chasers make their selection 
on the basis of sight; 
the 
nails appear to be the right 
size and type for the projects 
at hand. 


In many instances, making 
a choice this way isn’t too im­ 
portant. But sometimes it is. 
The nails may be too thick 
and cause the wood to split; 
they may be too short and not 
go far enough into the second 
piece of wood; they may be 
too long and protrude where 
they shouldn’t; they may not 
have 
a coating 
to 
prevent 
them from rusting when used 
for outside work; or they may 
be the wrong type and not 
have sufficient holding power 
In the material being used. 


It Isn’t necessary to memo­ 
rize the many different types 
of available nails in order to 
make a sensible purchase. All 
that is necessary is to recog­ 
nize that such differences ex­ 
ist and to explain to the hard­ 
ware dealer or other supply 
store owner the purpose to 
which the nails will be put. 


This is perhaps easier said 
than done since, as one hard­ 
ware dealer explained to me, 
“most people—men especially 
—are reluctant to admit they 
lack knowledge about such a 
simple thing as nails, so they 
just pick the nails that seem 
to be what they want.” 


The nails with which most 
of us are familiar are known 
as common nails. They are 
the kind that have round, flat 
heads 
and 
diamond-shaped 
p o i n t s . 
T e n 
p e n n y 
nails—designated at lOd —are 
3 Inches in length; 8 penny 
nails are 21/, inches; 6 penny 
are 2 inches; 4 penny 1>2 in­ 
ches; 3 penny 
inches; and 
2 penny nails are 1 inch 
length. 


Box 
nails 
are 
similar to 
common 
nails, .but 
thinner. 
Finishing 
and 
casing 
nails 
have small heads so they can 
be driven below the' surface. 
Brads are much the same, 
but smaller, and wire nails, 
which 
have 
regular 
heads, 
are very tiny. 
There are special nails for 
use in wallboard, floors, wire 
lath, roofs, shingles, masonry 
and many other kinds of ma­ 
terials. These speciality nails 


aren’t always on display, so 
you have to ask for them. 
When you are nailing one 
piece of wood to another, the 
general rule i9 that two-thirds 
of the nail should go into the 
second piece. This isn’t al­ 
ways possible, a prime reason 
why 
you 
should 
use 
the 
strongest available nail which 
won’t split 
the 
wood. 
And 
nothing prevents splitting the 
wood as much as first driving 
a pilot hole, 
especially 
for 
hard wood.

Give your deck or patto an 
exotic aura with low “shoku- 
takus,” or Japanese-style din­

G r e a t 
structural 
room 
changes may not be neces­ 
sary to find extra bedroom 
space for a child. 


Many people 
panic 
when 
they become aware that a 
child has outgrown the two- 
bunk or 
fourbunk 
bedroom 
and requires privacy. 


The dining room is a good 
place to look for extra space. 
In old houses, and some ne­ 
wer large homes, the large 
dining room may be domi­ 
nated by a seldom-used giant- 
size table. There may be a 
long buffet and an enormous 
breakfront. 
In redoing such a room, one 
might have to forego some of 
the 
large 
wall 
pieces 
and 
move the dining table from 
its traditional center of the 
room to a side wall. Why not? 
It might be more interesting 
to place it along one wall, to 
move the breakfront to the 
living room where the bric- 
a-brac 
can 
be 
appreciated 
and to get rid of the old-fash­ 
ioned buffet. 
If the dining room Is made 
lighter, it may seem larger, 
and the area used for sleep­ 
ing will look interesting rath­ 
er than cluttered. 
Here’s what one family did 
to accomplish such an idea 
combining a dining room and 
sleeping niche for a teen-age 
daughter, who is thrilled with 
it: 
They sold the old-fashioned 
dining room set, removed the 
rug, wall art and old-fash­ 
ioned center chandelier. 
At the end of the room, a 
bed with drawers below was 
built into a bay window. 
An inexpensive terrazo style 
vinyl was put over the floor. 


The wrought-iron glass-topped 
oblong table was brought in 
from a terrace, painted blue 
and used against one wall in 
such a way that people could 
sit down comfortably even on 
the wall side without moving 
the table. 
The chairs are cushioned in 
blue, white and pink chintz, 
and the family enjoys their 
new dining table. Walls are 
covered in a blue and white 
patterned vinyl material, trim 
is white, floral pictures are 


on one wall. 
A screen was built to en­ 
close the bay window sleeping 
area when the dining area is 
being used by 
the 
family. 
They decided a screen would 
provide 
more 
light 
when 
closed than a drapery would. 
They chose a wide low screen 
that would screen out every­ 
thing but the light. 
Panels of the screen on the 
bed side are covered with 
burlap and these are used by 
the teen-ager for her own art, 


bulletin board, and a mirror. 
Two small chests painted blue 
are next to the bed on either 
side. She uses a small closet 
in the hall for her clothes. 
The other bed rooms are 
upstairs 
and 
the 
teen-ager 
has the floor to herself in the 
evening. She can “come and 
go as she pleases,” she points 
out. 
She entertains in the room 
because the center floor is 
completely free of furnishings

(C o n tin u e d F rom P a g e 3) 
dual pledges and plate offer­ 
ings totalled nearly $140,000. 
In 1970, with luck, it will be 
about $125,000. And there has 
been a lot of inflation in those 
years, so that the actual drop 
in constant dollars is even 
greater than it appears. 
The decline in income close­ 
ly parallels and obviously ref­ 
lects a falling off of attend­ 
ance. In 1963, attendance at 
all services totalled nearly 
72,000. In 1969, it was only 27,- 
000, and it will be lower still 
in 1970. 
The big question, of course, 
is why so many people have 
stopped 
attending 
or

tributing to churches. Many 
pat answers have been of­ 
fered, but no one has made a 
really comprehensive study of 
dropouts to ascertain what in­ 
duced them to leave.

Of New Pintos 


DEARBORN, Mich. (UPI) - Ford Motor Co. has 
announced the recall of 80 per cent of its new sub­ 
com pact Pintos sold with standard 1600-cubic-cen- 
tim eter engines because of accelerator linkage prob­ 
lem. 
Ford said the Pinto problem turned up during test 
driving. When the throttle was opened m ore than 
half way, it might not always return to the closed 
position when accelerator pressure was removed. 
The 26,000 Pintos recalled involve m ore than 36 
per cent of the 73,350 subcompacts produced so far. 
Those recalled involved early production models and 
the com pany said the problem was corrected on the 
production line in early October. 
Ford also recalled 26,700 medium and heavy-duty 
trucks and bus chasis built in 1968 through 1970 be­ 
cause of a problem that could result in the loss of 
brake fluid and reduce braking effectiveness.

T edford, form erly of 1546 Eu­ 
clid Ave., O ntario, to serve the 
prison term on both charges at 
the sam e tim e but said they 
would run separately from any 


other sentence. 
The sentence for arm ed rob­ 
bery is not less than five years. 
Tedford w as convicted by a 
ju ry of robbing the Blue Barn 
B ar in M ontclair and three pat­ 
rons of a total of $319. The rob­ 
bery happened last M arch 25. 


“ No one has ever said w e should do aw ay w ith 
the Air National G uard.

Ayala noted the F102s m ake m ore noise than com ­ 
m ercial planes. “ The people I represent a re both­ 
ered by airplane noises. I do not propose that only 
the people under the flight patterns should decide 
the airp o rt’s future.

The supervisor noted the airport is the single m ost 
im portant facility ir the region as far as the eco­ 
nomic developm ent is concerned. The airport brings 
in m ore industry, which keeps the tax base from 


going higher. 


Col. Sanders briefed A yala on the g u a rd ’s history, 
stating it w as located here in 1952 when the unit 
returned from the K orean Conflict. He said the base 
em ploys 195 full tim e civil service technicians and 
30 state civil service em ployes. T heir sa larie s total 
nearly $3 m illion annually. 


“ We have strict rules on the conduct of th e pilots 
regard proper altitudes and the uses of the af­ 
ter-burners. If we catch a pilot violating these rules, 
then he will be fired ,” said Sanders.

The church board in 1948 pur­ 
chased 3(4 acres on N. Park 
Avenue The first buildings were 
erected there m 1955. 
Since the establishment of the 


north wing, building extensions 
since then have included educa­ 
tional and administrative w?ngs, 
and a children’s wing. 
The church sponsors the com­ 
mittee on church unity locally 
as proposed by the National 
Consultations on Church Union. 
The plan of union involves nine 
denominations and 25 million 
Protestants. 
The Rev. R. Lee Pryor has 
served First Christian as pastor 
since 1957. Associate ministers 
are the Rev. Robert L. Jones 
and the Rev. Lonnie S. South­ 
ern.

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San profile: Rodrigo Fernandez 
Cuban building a second 
success story in America

Next time somebody tells 
you the foreign-born can no 
longer make it in the United 
States, just send him to Rod­ 
rigo Fernandez. 
Fernandez is building his 
second success story here. He 
left the first one with Fidel 
Castro in 1963, when he fled 
to America. 
He took a couple of years, 
to be sure, to get used to his 
adopted land and to replan 
his dream. 
But in 1968, he bought a 
service station. A year ago he 
opened a second location. He 
is opening a third one next 
month. And if he can buy a 
fourth one soon after that, 
he'll have a station for each 
of his sons. 
At 60, that’s how his dream 
begins. 
There is no magic in the 
way Fernandez and his four 
sons, Rodrigo Jr., Roy, Jorge 
and Arnaldo, are going about 
this expansion business. 
It’s all in the family, they 
all work hard, they give good 
service, and they charge a 
little less for their gasoline. If 
there is a formula, it is in the 
relationship of the father and 
his four sons, the mutual res­ 
pect they hold for each other, 
and their apparent willingness 
to subjugate their individual 
interests for the benefit of the 
group. 
This is exemplified in their 
attitude toward the youngest 
brother, Amie, now a senior 
at Montclair High School. 
Speaks Some English 
“ None of us had a chance 
to go to college,” brother Roy 
explained. “ So now, we are 
all 
pushing 
Arnie. 
He 
is 
smart; he would make a good 
engineer. At least one of us 


to college. We’ll 
of everything for 
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should go 
take care 
him.” 
Although 
Fernandez does 
s p e a k some 
English 
— 
enough to get him by for his 
daily needs — for his inter­ 
view he engaged sons Rodrigo 
and Roy to do the translating 
for 
him. 
He 
wanted 
no 
chances at misunderstanding 
any of the questions or their 
implications, because he had 
some harsh words to say 
about Castro and about Com­ 
munists both here and in 
Cuba. 
He said he had a good 
chance in Cuba to watch the 
Communists rise to power. 
Fernandez said he began 
working when he was 13 in a 
store where the family prac­ 
tically adopted him. At 15, he 
was given an interest in the 
business. At 23 he bought out 
the rest of the owners. 
But even though he was, by 
then, his own boss, he had 
longed to go back to farming. 
So when he was 28, he sold 
the store, and with the profit 
he bought a 1,300-acre rice 
and dairy farm. 
For 15 years the farm pros- 
p e r e d , as Fernandez in­ 
creased his holdings to 2,800 
acres, and it looked that the 
Fernandez 
children 
would 
some day inherit a tidy for­ 
tune from their industrious 
father. 
Then came the uprisings, 
the bombs, the terror, the 
shooting and the looting, and 
the attacks from the hills, 
and the bearded guerrillas led 
by Fidel Castro; and the Ba­ 
tista regime crumbled. 
Communism Felt 
Soon, the Fernandez family 
began to feel the yoke of 
communism, as little by little 
I the needs of the new govern­ 
ment eroded their land to 
one-fourth the original. 
The oldest daughter, now 
28, got married and left Cuba 
in 1961, and settled in Por­ 
tland, Ore. The rest of the 
Fernandez family, leaving all 
of the family holdings behind, 
followed the couple two years 
later. 
Two years later, when his 
son-in-law was transferred to 
Upland, all the relatives fol­ 
lowed. Fernando got a job as 
a repairman with General 
Telephone; 
his 
oldest 
son 
found employment in aero­ 
space, and Mrs. Fernandez be­ 
came a seamstress, all saving 
toward the new family plan 
— to lease a service station. 
That dream took form in 
1968, when Fernandez took 
over the lease on Ben Hite’s 
Union 76 station at the corner 
of 
Mission 
Boulevard 
and 
Eleanor Street. The family 
kept the station open 12 hours 
a day while all three kept 
their full-time jobs and de­ 
voted 
whatever 
time 
they 
could spare to the station. 


A year later, the family 
opened a second station, this 
time at Holt and Monte Vista 
avenues in Montclair. Mrs. 
Fernandez quit her job and 
went home; Fernandez and 
his sons decided that now the 
business needed all of their 
time. 
Both stations have done 
well. Now, Fernandez is get­ 
ting ready to open a third lo­ 
cation, this time at Mission 
and Myrtle Street in Pomona. 
One of his ambitions is to 
get each of his sons started 
off in life as an independent 
businessman. So he plans to 
open up a fourth station in 
the next year. 
Fernandez is a happy man 
with a quick, broad smile. He 
is immensely proud of what 
he and his family have been 
able to accomplish here. But 
he turns apprehensive as he 
talks about the changes tak­ 
ing place in America today. 
They are hitting too close to 
home. 
“ Back In Cuba,” he ex­ 
plains through one of his 
translating sons, “The Com­ 
munists had what you call 
E s c u e 1 a De Sabotage — 
School for Sabotage. This is 
where they taught people how 
to make bombs, how to cause 
riots and terror, and to dis­ 


rupt. There were many Amer­ 
icans 
who went to those 
schools. They are now blow­ 
ing up buildings here, and 
leading the riots.” 


Force the Answer 
H e said he 
has 
lived 
through those times in Cuba 
and has come to realize that 
the only way to fight the 
Communists was to use their 
own tactics. “ Force is the 
only language they under­ 
stand,” he declared, speaking 
this time in broken English 
for more emphasis, “ While 
we talk and think and we 
wait, they are attacking . . . 
and they are winning.” 
Fernandez said 
he 
sees 
many parallels between the 
bombings and the terrorist 
acts in Cuba before Castro 
seized power, and in the 
United States today. But, he 
added, he felt confident that 
the United States is too great 
a nation to allow them to con­ 
tinue as Cuba did. 
However, he emphasized, 
should it be necessary to fight 
this evil, he will be the first 
with the rifle to defend this 
country against the enemy. 
Meanwhile, he’s got this 
dream he wants to bring to 
reality. 
See, he’s now pushing 60,

A “quiet revolution” has taken place in banking 
er the past 50 years, reports the National Associa- 
on of Bank-Women, Inc. 
When the association was founded in 1921, there 
ere few women in executive positions. 
Figures for 1925 show there were 25 women bank 
•esidents, 74 vice presidents, 93 cashiers, 11 secret- 
ies, three trust officers, five managers, 1,885 as- 
stant cashiers, 11 assistant treasurers and 11 assis- 
nt secretaries — making a total of only 2,134 
omen in executive posts in banks throughout the 
nited States. 
Today, the NABW estimates that there are more 
lan 20,000 women bank officers. 
Who says women are always passed over by men 
)r the top executive positions? 
Statistics on NABW membership fo:* 1968 showed 
lat there were 11 chairmen of the board; five 
lairmen of the board and president; one chairman 
the board and five president; one chairman of 
le board and executive vice president, and 22 
xecutive vice presidents — all women. 
Furthermore, executive titles held by women have 
icreased to 33 categories, including auditor, branch 
manager, comptroller, personnel officer, loan offi- 
er, trust officer and tax officer. 
The percentage of women in executive positions in 
le banking industry is, in fact, the highest of any 
usiness in the nation. Some 11 per cent of all bank 
fficers are women.

RELIGION IN AMERICA 
Church dropout rate 
is on the increase

“ We’re having the worst re­ 
cession in 25 years, and I 
don’t see 
any 
recovery in 
sight,” 
said 
a 
prominent 
church leader. 
He happened to be an Epis­ 
copalian, but. the same state­ 
ment could be made about 
many other m ajor denomina­ 
tions. 
The religious recession has 
been developing for several 
years. It is reflected in vir­ 
tually every available index 
of public interest in religion. 
Bible 
sales, 
for 
example, 
have dropped about 25 per 
cent over the past decade. 
C h u r c h-related newspapers 
and magazines are losing sub­ 
scribers at a painful rate. 
Sunday School enrollment has 
declined every year for the 
past six years. 
In retrospect, it now ap­ 
pears that the postwar boom 
in religious interest crested in 
the late fifties, and has been 
subsiding slowly ever since. 
The Gallup organization’s an­ 
nual survey of church attend­ 
ance peaked in 1958, when 49 
per cent of America’s adult 
population attended 
worship 
services on a typical Sunday. 
In 1969, only 42 per cent turn­ 
ed out, and the 1970 figure 
probably will be even lower. 
The impact of the recession 
Is most conspicuous in that 
ever-sensitive 
gauge 
of hu­ 
man concern —money. 
The Episcopal Church, be­ 
cause it has just published a 
fresh batch of financial statis­ 
tics, provides a convenient 
example of what’s happening 
in many mainline denomina­ 
tions. 
1 n 
1967, 
the 
Episcopal 


Church (meaning the parent 
national organization) went $1 
million into the red. In 1969, 
despite budget cuts, it failed 
by 
$1.7 
million 
to 
raise 
enough funds to balance its 
expenditures. In 1970, officials 
estim ate the church’s receipts 
will 
fall 
nearly 
$4 
million 
short of its pared-down $14.7 
million budget. 
The 
immediate 
cause 
is 
easy to identify. Only half of 
the church’s 90 dioceses were 
able or willing last year to 
meet their annual quotas for 
contributions 
to 
the 
parent 
body. 
A few withheld funds out of 
pique over the church’s ef­ 
forts to help black people, In- 
d i a n s , Spanish;Americans, 
y o u n g 
people 
and 
other 
“ voiceless” groups to organ­ 
ize themselves for more effec­ 
tive representation in the na- 
t i o n ’ s decisionmaking pro­ 
cesses. 
But 
many 
Episcopal dio­ 
ceses defaulted on their quo­ 
tas solely because they, too, 
are hurting for money. For ex­ 
ample, the Episcopal Diocese 
of Washington, D.C., —one of 
the healthier dioceses of the 
church —asked its parishes 
last year for $652,000 as a 
rock bottom minimum to car­ 
ry on diocesan programs. The 
parishes responded with pled­ 
ges totalling $568,000, but only 
$545,000 was actually paid in. 
The financial pinch really 
begins at the parish or local 
church level, and is simply 
passed along to higher ech­ 
elons. Consider these figures, 
from a once-thriving parish in 
the 
wealthy 
Maryland 
su­ 
burbs of Washington: 
In 1963, income from indivi-

t h e J u s t i c e Department 
charges that ex-Senator Dan

“ delivered $100,000 in cash in 
a suitcase” from Team sters 
boss Jim m y Hoffa to President 
L y n d o n Johnson’s political 
aide, Clifton Carter. 
The 
explosive 
charge 
is 
contained in a 200-page state- 
men on Aug. 5, 1969, from 
Brewster’s 
former 
admin­ 
istrative assistant, John 
F. 
Sullivan. 
An outraged Carter called 
the 
charge 
“ totally 
incor­ 
rect.” 
He told this column 
fiercely: “ I had nothing to do 
with any such incident.” 
A l l e g e d Sullivan in his 
sworn 
confession: 
“ During 
the 1964 campaign, Senator 
Montoya’s 
assistant, 
Paul 
Demos, called for Brewster 
and me to meet with repre­ 
sentatives of the Teamsters. 
“ A meeting was held and 
Montoya asked Brewster if he 
would like to be helpful to 
some 
good 
friends 
of 
his. 
Brewster agreed and asked 
who they v»ere. Montoya said 
it was Hoffa. Brewster agreed 
to meet with Hoffa. A meet­ 
ing was held on the veranda 
of the Team sters Union build­ 
ing m the District of Co­ 
lumbia.” 
Sullivan swore he attended 
the meeting. He identified the 
other participants as Brews­ 
ter, Hoffa, Demos and the late 
Team sters lobbyist Sid Zagri. 


$100,000 Walk 
“ When Hoffa arrived,” con­ 
tinues the secret statem ent,” 
he 
suggested 
that 
he 
and 
Brewster take a walk. They 
did, and when they returned, 
Hoffa left. Brewster told me 
that Hoffa asked if Brewster 
would be the middleman be­ 
tween 
Hoffa 
and 
Lyndon 
Johnson and deliver $100,000 
to Cliff Carter. Brewster said 
he agreed. 
“ Brewster met with Cliff 
Carter and delivered $100,000 
in cash in a suitcase to Cliff 
Carter.” 
Senator 
Joseph 
Montoya, 
D-N.M., flatly denied his al­ 
leged part in the pay-off. “ I 
never 
met 
Hoffa. 
I 
never 
knew him ,” said the Senator. 
His assistant, Paul Demos, 
called 
Sullivan’s 
statement 
“ fantastic.” “ What an imagi­ 
nation that man has” declar­ 
ed Demos. “ Nothing like that 
ever happened. Sullivan k> an 
out-and-out liar.” 


The Sullivan statement be­ 
cam e the basis for a bribery 
Indictment last year against 
Brewster who was accused of 
accepting $24,50C from Spie­ 
gel, Inc., the Chicago mail or­ 
der house, to influence h s 
“action, vote and decision on 
postage rate legislation.” 
The 
indictment 
was 
dis­ 
missed last month on the con- 
s t i t u t i o n a 1 grounds that 
Brewster had been protected 
by his congressional immun­ 
ity at the time of the alleged 
bribe. 
Charges Against Hartke 


Brewster wasn’t the only 
Senator accused by Sullivan. 
This column reported on De­ 
cem ber 6, 1969, that Senator 
Vance Hartke, D-nd., alleged­ 
ly had also received money 
from 
Spiegel 
through 
com­ 
mittees set up under lax cam ­ 
paign laws as channels for 
such funds. 
In the secret statem ent now 
made available to this column, 
Sullivan charged that Hartke, 
in return for the Spiegel con­ 
tributions, had also tried to 
help the giant mail-order firm 
get more advantageous postal 
rates. 
“ Vance Hartke was also on 
the (Senate Post Office) com­ 
mittee and participated in the 
executive 
sessions,” 
stated 
Sullivan. “Hartke would also 
challenge statem ents from the 
Post Office D epartm ent. . . 
“ During October of 
1967, 
many meetings were held be­ 
tween Vance Hartke and Da­ 
niel Brewster regarding the 
rate increase.” 
Sullivan recounted one con­ 
versation that 
allegedly oc­ 
curred in his presence. 
“ During a conversation be­ 
tween Daniel Brewster and 
Vance Hartke in late 1965 or 
early 1966 concerning how to 
hide money received,” said 
Sullivan, 
“ Brewster 
asked, 
‘How do you beat the IRS?’ 
Hartke said it was simple 
to set up a committee in the 
District of Columbia with a 
bank in the District of Co­ 
lumbia, as there was no re­ 
quirem ent to report contri­ 
butions. 
“ Soon after, an account was 
opened in the name of ‘D.C. 
Committee for Maryland Edu­ 
cation’ at the Riggs National- 
Bank. 
“ Hartke’s 
administrative 
assistant 
might 
have 
been 
present, but I am not certain. 
The adm inistrative assistant’s

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A new approach 
to college drama

The new season opens for 
the Cal Poly theater arts de­ 
partment next Friday night 
with a new play, new pro­ 
gram, two new directors, and 
a new, exciting approach to 
college drama. 
The play, Harold Pinter’s 
“The Homecoming,” will be 
entered in the national com­ 
petition of the American Col­ 
legiate Theater Association. 
Nothing has been so instru­ 
mental in changing the image 
of Cal Poly from “cow col­ 
lege” as the 
rapid devel­ 
opment of the theater arts 
program, a rise in a few 
short years from a handful of 
students putting on plays in 
an empty classroom, to a full- 
fledged department with hun­ 
dreds of students, a rich cur­ 
riculum in drama arts, and a 


large, handsome theater. 
When department chairman 
Ralph C. McCormic directed 
Cal Poly’s first play 11 years 
ago, he chose “Twelve Angry 
Men.” He barely had a cast. 
The drama department had 
13 students. 
McCormic was the whole 
department. 
It offered one 
course and had a production 
budget of $5. Today there are

Travelers welcomed by coeds

NEW YORK (NEA) - New 
York’s Kennedy Airport is, in 
a sense, a microcosm of the 
city itself. People on tight 
schedules walk hurriedly, pur­ 
posefully, through a maze of 
buildings to board planes or 
hail taxis or to leap onto 
buses. Faces frown in irrita­ 
tion or frustration, eyes glaze 
i n 
bewilderment, 
tempers 
flare and tears spurt. 
Flying itself is gracious and 
comfortable. Getting to and 
from planes at an airport as 
large as Kennedy can be a 
nightm are—especially at the 
International Arrivals Build­ 
ing, where many of the pas­ 
sengers speak 
little 
or no 
English. 
Three years ago, the New 
York Port Authority instituted 
a 
program 
called 
Golden 
Girls 
to 
help 
make 
dis­ 
em barking 
as 
comfortable 
and carefree as 
the 
flight 
which preceded it. 
With a crew of nine college 
coeds, the program began a 
kind of foreign aid adm in­ 
istered to foreign visitors in­ 
stead of nations. The girls, all 
of whom spoke at least one 
foreign 
language, 
stationed 
t h e m s e l v e s in the Inter­ 
national 
Arrivals 
Building, 
sought out troubled faces and 
asked If they could help. In 
many cases, they could and 
did. The program proved so 
successful, m fact, that the 
U.S. Department of Educa­ 
tion, in conjunction with the 
United States Travel Service, 
funded a work-study program 
for college coeds interested in 
working at Kennedy during 
the summer. 
In September, 1969, 31 col­ 
lege girls were recruited to 
start work the following June. 
The girls completed a 10-day 
training program, followed by 
two days of on-the-job train­ 
ing. They were then ready to 
don 
bright 
yellow 
dresses 
with blue capes and assume 
the role of space-age Florence 
Nightingales. What they nur­ 
sed, however, was the spirit, 
not the flesh. 
T h e 
long, 
hot 
sum m er 
didn’t seem quite as long or 
as hot at Kennedy this year, 
as tempers cooled and trav­ 
elers 
relaxed. 
The 
Golden 
Girls have suceeded in mak­ 
ing traveling more fun. 
Plans are being made now 
to expand the program 
at 
Kennedy not only to take on 


more girls but to have the 
program run year-round, with 
Golden Girls working at the 
airport part time while atend- 
ing college. 
In fact, the Golden Girl pro­ 
gram to soothe weary trav­ 
elers will be extended to oth­ 
er ports of entry across the 
country. 
One Golden Girl, Camille 
DiBernardo, is a junior at 
Potsdam State University in 
New York. A Spanish m ajor 
in school, she has had many 
opportunities to use the lang­ 
uage over the 
sum m er 
at 
Kennedy. And Spanish wasn’t 
all she became skilled at. 
“What I do basically is give 
out information,’’ said Miss 
DiBernardo. “Of course, know­ 
ing a foreign language helps a 
great deal, but I found after 
a couple of weeks on the job, 
I could just look at a person’s 
face and know whether he 
needed help or not. And the 
job is gratifying because we 
get to help people. 
“ You 
know,’’ 
she 
added, 
“ some of these people have 
been traveling for a whole 
day before we see them and 
they may not be in the best 
mood. A lot of them are tired 
and irritable. But it’s so great 
to be able to solve their prob­ 
lems and watch the expres­ 
sions on their faces change. 
Most people walk away smil­ 
ing.”

A countemporary of Henry 
II of England, Frederick was 
an equally forceful monarch, 
determined to make his wHl 
into law and to rule supreme 
as lord temporal and spiri­ 
tual. 
Marcel 
Pacaut’s 
compre­ 
hensive study of Frederick 
cannot be called a biography, 
for it begins with Frederick’s 
e l e c t i o n to the imperial 
crown, and concentrates more 
on his political activities than 
on the man himself. 
One 
shortcoming 
of 
the 
book is that Its characters ne­ 
ver become very vivid; Em­ 
peror, Popes, nobles and pre­ 
lates are just names, like 
pieces in a chess game. 
It is, nevertheless, a useful 
and e lightening work, clear­ 
ly written, with astute histo­ 
rical appraisal of Frederick’s 
t a c t i c s though debatable 
judgments as to their value.

Book holds out hope 
for childless couples

CHILDLESS COUPLE, Sher- 
win A. Kaufman, M.D., Simon 
and Schuster, Inc., $4.95. 
This book deals openly with 
the causes and treatment of a 
frustrating 
and 
sometimes 
personally humiliating human 
condition: infertility. 
K a u f m a n , a prominent 
Manhattan 
gynecologist-ub- 
stetrician who is medical di­ 
rector of Planned Parenthood 
of New York City, writes with 
compassion 
and 
frankness 
about the problems of infertil­ 
ity and how they can be sur­ 
mounted. 
According to the author, in­ 
fertility problems are often 
far from hopeless. With new 
tests and treatments, there is 
more hope for the childless 
than ever before. Onlv a few 
decades ago, the chances of 
successfully helping a child­ 
less couple were only about 20 
percent, according to Kauf­ 
man. Today, new medical ad­ 
vances have come close to 
doubling that figure so that 
currently almost 50 percent of 
“ childless” couples can 
be 
helped to conceive. 
Often couples wishing 
to 
have a child begin to suspect 


one of the oanners is infertile 
simply because they have not 
allowed for adequate time to 
achieve conception. 
“ It is not generally known 
that despite boasts of con­ 
ception after ‘one shot’ it 
takes the average couple four 
to six months to achieve preg­ 
nancy,” Kaufman says. 
“ In 
general, 
the 
young 
couple should continue their 
a t t e m p t s to conceive for 
about a year before seeking 
help. If the wife Is in her 
thirties, the time might be 
s h o r t e n e d to about six 
months. Fertility In women 
begins to decline with advanc­ 
ing years.” 
Although 
not

lengthy 
book—the text and appendices 
run 144 pages—thorough cove­ 
rage is given to the specific 
causes of infertility, the vari­ 
ous tests used to arrive at a 
diagnosis, and 
the method 
and probability of cure for 
particular ailments or defi­ 
ciencies responsible for Infer­ 
tility in either sex. 
Written down to a layman’s 
level in a good, clean narra­ 
tive style, the book no doubt 
will serve for many years as 
a definitive text on a problem 
which most people admittedly 
know little about.

Families who do not recog­ 
nize the severe emotional (as 
well as financial) strains of 
joblessness may find the old 
bonds are disintegrating bt- 
yond repair.

Yet in the many books and 
articles published within the 
last few years, there is little 
said to offer the craftsman 
any concept of what she is at­ 
tempting to do—or why. 
Finally, two women have 
produced an exceptionally in­ 
teresting book, which could 
almost be called a text, that 
enriches 
the 
understanding 
and enjoyment of creative 
stitchery. 
In early times, the book re­ 
calls, a lady unskilled in the 
use of the needle was compa­ 
rable to a gentleman who did 
not know how to use the 
sword. 
The book traces needlework 
through European history to 
the early 
settlers

country where it was the men 
who designed and decorated 
the homes. The women were 


delegated 
to

diwork. 
Outlined in the early chap* 
ters are the reasons for the 
decline of needlework and the 
subsequent regaining of its 
popularity.

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compelling reading

It Is rare to find a book of 
philosophy so compelling and 
lucid as this latest edition by 
John Fowles, who is best 
known for his novel “ The Col­ 
lector,” and his recent best sell­ 
ing 
“ French 
Lieutenant’s 
Woman.” 
One would assume that his 
experience as a novelist con­ 
tributed to this book’s hard-

to-put-down quality, but it is 
also due to the fact that “The 
Arlstos” is in the form of suc­ 
cinct numbered notes. 
This, says the author, “ is 
not laziness on my part, but 
an attempt to supress all rhe­ 
toric, all persuasion through 
style.” Nevertheless, he ad­ 
mits, “ I am a poet first; and 
then a scientist.” 
It Is his style which accom­ 
plishes a major requirement 
3f such a book, which is to 
command the 
attention 
of 
sven those who are not philo­ 
sophically inclined. 
The title of this book is 
from 
the 
Greek 
meaning 
“best” or “ superior.” Self-ad- 
mittedly drawing from the 
ideas of Heraclitus, 
Mach, 
fung and Adler, the author 
Pas presented not only what 
he 
terms 
an 
existentialist 


viewpoint, but an unusually 
specific delineation of positive * 
action to implement his ideas. 
F o r , as he emphasizes 
repeatedly, “ . , . Goodness 
is action, not Intention to 
act.” 
Regardless of whether one 
agrees 
with 
John 
Fowles, 
there are many statements 
throughout the book which 
command cogitation: 
On politics: 
“ If 
humans 
have to choose between an 
unfair free society and a fair 
unfree one, they will always 
swing to the first alternative, 
because 
freedom 
is man’s 
magnetic north.” 
On the Good Society: “ The 
good human society is one in 
which no one conforms with­ 
out thinking why he is con­ 
forming; 
in which no one 
o b e y s without considering 
why he is obeying; and In 
which no one conforms out of 
fear or 
laziness. 
Such 
a 
society is not a fascist one.” 
On marriage: “ A marriage 
may begin in passion and end 
in harmony, but it cannot be 
passionate and harmonious at 
the same time.” 
On religion: “ All our con­ 
cepts of God are concepts of 
our own potentialities.” 
Commenting in this revised 
edition on many other current 
problems such as educational 
aims, over-population, and the 
increasing role of machines in 
modern life, Fowles has pre­ 
sented solutions which 
we 
may accept or reject, but to 
which we should not remain 


Indifferent.

By rockets white glare 


We weren’t using rockets to fly to the 
moon in the year 1904 but here In Po­ 
mona rocketry was already achieving 
some amazing results. 
At 8:45 p.m. on Nov. 8, 1904, rockets 
soared 2,000 feet above this city and 
The Pomona Daily Review had thereby 
scooped all rival newspapers by an­ 
nouncing in that manner that Theodore 
Roosevelt had been re-elected Presi­ 
dent of the United States, It was all 
according to an ingenious plan which 
had been devised by the Review editor, 
a plan which had been announced in 
that newspaper the preceding day. 
“The Review will announce the re­ 
sults of the election tomorrow night by 
sending up rockets from the news­ 
paper building according to the follow­ 
ing code,’’ the announcement read. 
“ROOSEVELT ELECTED—3 WHITE 
ROCKETS’* 
“PARKER ELECTED — 3 RED 
ROCKETS” 


“NEW YORK GOES REPUBLICAN 
— 2 GREEN ROCKETS.” 
“NEW YORK GOES DEMOCRATIC 
— 2 BLUE ROCKETS” 
“REPUBLICAN CONGRESS — RED, 
WHITE AND BLUE ROCKETS.” 
“DEMOCRATIC CONGRESS — RED 
AND GREEN ROCKETS.” 
“It is believed the first announce­ 
ment will be ready by 9 o’clock. The 
second announcement will follow at 30 
minutes after the first. Come out and 
watch the rockets which will rise to A 
height of 2,000 feet.” 
The fact that Roosevelt had an over­ 
whelming majority was known shortly 
after 8 o’clock in the evening on elec­ 
tion day and so at 8:45 the three whit» 
rockets were launched. The crowds of 
people on the streets cheered lustily as 
the shower of white dropping stars 
from the rockets announced the elec­ 
tion result. It was definitely a first in 
instant news reporting here in Pomona 
and for that matter, probably in the 
nation.

The book begins with that 
fatal Lincoln’s birthday Sab­ 
bath, 1966, when the rabbi of 
Shaare - Tsedek 
(G ates 
of 
Righteousness) Congregation is 
concluding 
a 
B ar 
Mitzvah 
charge 
and 
blessing 
to 
a 
young mem ber of his flock 
before enthralled fam ily and 
worshippers. 
The service is interrupted 
by Richard Wishnetsky who 
com es to the bima (platform ) 
and standing close to the lec­ 
tern, delivers a 
ringing ti­ 
rade, a denunciation of the 
state of religious life in Amer­ 
ica. Then before the horrified 
assem blage, 
in 
cold 
blood 
Richard shoots the rabbi and 
turns the gun upon himself. 
Both died within a week. 
The nation w as horrified by 
news of this bizarre event, 
and T.V. Lo Cicero, a compe­ 
tent young reporter who lived 
near the multimillion dollar 
suburban 
Middlefield, 
Mich, 
synagogue proceeded to piece 
together for a national m aga­ 
zine the background of this 


tragedy. The success of his 
first piece encouraged him to

into

book. 
It is a commentary on the 
insular nature 
of 
suburban 
life that the author had never 
heard of Rabbi Morris Adler, 
although he later discovered

Thus, the narration is m ar­ 
red by the stylistic use of the

Despite this flaw, the au­ 
thor has pieced together a re­ 
m arkably sensitive and de­ 
tailed report of the lives of 
both victims of the tragedy.

Both are patiently described 
— the rabbi whose intellec­

One begins to

The author 
has m ade an outstanding con­ 
tribution in tracing the line­ 
age of caprice and confusion 
of values to one or several of 
the fam ily figures in Rich­ 
ard’s m arred life. 
Because of the nature of the 
tragedy, 
those 
respondents 
about the rabbi tend to apo- 
theosise him into a saintly 
figure. It is to the credit of 
the author that he avoids this 
danger and portrays 
Rabbi 
Adler as a human being who 
knew the foibles of the middle 
class Jew ish 
community he 
served, yet 
loved and res­ 
pected them and his calling. 
As for Richard Wishnetsky, 
his psychiatrists refused 
to 
grant direct comment about 
their patient. Thus the ge­ 
nuine value of this volume 
also derives from the sensi­ 
tive psychiatric surm ises of 
Lo Cicero whose epilogue to 
his narrative is a brilliant es­ 
say on the troubled days we 
live. in. 
Though the book is high 
priced, it deserves to be read 
for its clear vision of the 
troubled tim es in which the 
Establishm ent and its young 
people seek to further 
the 
American dream .

bitterness and despair. If no 
job is found, should one go 
into business for him self? Mr. 
Albee outlines the hazards. 
As this reviewer is a local 
man, a technical writer who re­ 
ceived his m aster’s degree in 
physics roughly two decades 
ago, and now is a victim of the 
m assive cutbacks in the areo- 
space industry, he found sen­ 
sible advice in this book.

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Select nails wisely 
-they're important

Here's one way to add 
teen-age sleeping 


Nails belong to that cate­ 
gory of consumer products 
which usually are purchased 
on a haphazard basis. 


“ Give me a pound of those” 
or “ I’ll take a box of these” 
is a fairly general buying 
term. In most cases, the pur­ 
chasers make their selection 
on the basis of sight; 
the 
nails appear to be the right 
size and type for the projects 
at hand. 


In many instances, making 
a choice this way isn’t too im­ 
portant. But sometimes it is. 
The nails may be too thick 
and cause the wood to split; 
they may be too short and not 
go far enough into the second 
piece of wood; they may be 
too long and protrude where 
they shouldn’t; they may not 
have a coating to prevent 
them from rusting when used 
for outside work; or they may 
be the wrong type and not 
have sufficient holding power 
in the material being used. 


It isn’t necessary to memo­ 
rize the many different types 
of available nails in order to 
make a sensible purchase. All 
that is necessary is to recog­ 
nize that such differences ex­ 
ist and to explain to the hard­ 
ware dealer or other supply 
store owner the purpose to 
whicti the nails will be put. 


This is perhaps easier said 
than done since, as one hard­ 
ware dealer explained to me, | 
“ most people—men especially 
—are reluctant to admit they 
lack knowledge about such a , 
simple thing as nails, so they 
just pick the nails that seem 
to be what they want.” 


The nails with wnich most 
of us are familiar are known 
as common nails. They are 
the kind that have round, flat 
heads 
and diamond-shaped 
p o i n t s . 
T e n 
p e n n y 
nails—designated at lOd —are 
3 inches in length; 8 penny 
nails are 2*2 inches; 6 penny 
are 2 inches; 4 penny I 1* in­ 
ches; 3 penny 1% inches; and 
2 penny nails are 1 inch in 
length. 


Box nails are similar to 
common nails, but thinner. 
Finishing 
and 
casing 
nails 
have small heads so they can 
be driven below the surface. 
Brads are much the same, 
but smaller, and wire nails, 
which 
have regular heads, 
are very tiny. 
There are special nails for 
use in walibuard, floors, wire 
lath, roofs, shingles, masonry 
and many other kinds of ma­ 
terials. These speciality natis 


aren’t always on display, so 
you have to ask for them. 
When you are nailing one , 
piece of wood to another, the 
general rule is that two-thirds 
of the nail should go into the 
second piece. This isn’t al­ 
ways possible, a prime reason 
why 
you 
should 
use 
the 
strongest available nail which 
won’t split the wood. 
And 
nothing prevents splitting the 
wood as much as first driving 
a pilot hole, especially for 
hard wood. 


Exotic Tables 
Enhance Deck 


Give your deck or patio an 
exotic aura with low “ shoku- 
takus,” or Japanese-style din­ 
ing 
tables. 
Inexpensive 
to 
construct, they may also be 
padded for use as sunning 
cots. 
First step is to assemble a 
4x6-or 4x8-foot frame of 12- 
inch boards. Miter the cor­ 
ners and glue and nail the 
joints, using waterproof glue 
and galvanized nails. 
Then add an outer frame of 
10-inch 
boards, 
placing 
it 
three inches above the bottom 
edge of 
the 
inner 
frame. 
B l i n d 
naH 
the 
four-foot 
lengths to the inner frame, 
then drill holes and dowel the 
lengthwise members to them. 
Use boards that are six in­ 
ches longer than those of the 
inner frame, so the ends pro­ 
ject.

G r e a t structural 
room 
changes may not be neces­ 
sary to find extra bedroom 
space for a child. 
Many people panic when 
they become aware that a 
child has outgrown the two- 
bunk or fourbunk bedroom 
and requires privacy. 
The dining room is a good 
place to look for extra space. 
In old houses, and some ne­ 
wer large homes, the large 
dining room may be domi­ 
nated by a seldom-used giant- 
size table. There may be a 
long buffet and an enormous 
breakfront. 
In redoing such a room, one 
might have to forego some of 
the large wall pieces and 
move the dining table from 
its traditional center of the 
room to a side wall. Why not? 
It might be more interesting 
to place it along one wall, to 
move the breakfront to the 
living room where the bric- 
a-brac can 
be 
appreciated 
and to get rid of the old-fash­ 
ioned buffet. 
If the dining room Is made 
lighter, it may seem larger, 
and the area used for sleep­ 
ing will look interesting rath­ 
er than cluttered. 
Here’s what one family did 
to accomplish such an Idea 
combining a dining room and 
sleeping niche for a teen-age 
daughter, who is thrilled with 
it: 
They sold the old-fashioned 
dining room set, removed the 
rug, wall art and old-fash­ 
ioned center chandelier. 
At the end of the room, a 
bed with drawers below was 
built into a bay window. 
An inexpensive terrazo style 
vinyl was put over the floor. 


The wrought-iron glass-topped 
oblong table was brought in 
from a terrace, painted blue 
and used against one wall in 
such a way that people could 
sit down comfortably even on 
the wall side without moving 
the table. 
The chairs are cushioned in 
blue, white and pink chintz, 
and the family enjoys their 
new dining table. Walls are 
covered in a blue and white 
patterned vinyl material, trim 


on one wall. 
A screen was built to en­ 
close the bay window sleeping 
area when the dining area is 
being used by the family. 
They decided a screen would 
provide 
more 
light 
when 
closed than a drapery would. 
They chose a wide low screen 
that would screen out every­ 
thing but the light. 
Panels of the screen on the 
bed side are covered with 
burlap and these are used by

bulletin board, and a mirror.

T h e opening production, 
P i n t e r ’ s enigmatic black 
comedy, “The Homecoming,” 
typifies the new forward look 
of the theater arts depart­ 
ment. The play is a puzzling _ 
satire concerning a university 
professor, his wife, a butcher, 
a boxer and a pimp. 
When the professor returns 
to his home in England, he 
receives a unique greeting, 
and tension rises as.his broth­ 
ers make passes at his wife. 
The treatment of sex is Pin­ 
ter’s statement of the roles 
we assume in order to com­ 
municate with others. The ac­ 
tion develops like a mystery 
story, with the audience at­ 
tempting 
to 
establish 
the 
identity of the characters and 
to understand their motiva­ 
tions. 
“It’s a good show for col­ 
lege theater,” said Melo, the 
new technical director. 
“If 
you aren’t familiar with his 
work, Pinter can be quite a 
shock. He is directly con­ 
cerned with the human being, 
and works with very delicate 
interpersonal relationships.” 
Gilbert, 
who directs 
the 
play, suggests that it Is a 
comedy. 
“We are all aware of alie­ 
nation, 
loneliness 
and 
the 
threat of violence,” he said. 
“Pinter’s unique contribution 
to the theater is that he has 
wedded these elements to the 
comic form. He is a dramatist 
and poet who borrows from 
the vaudeville tradition to en­ 
hance his theatrical effects.” 
The 
three 
major produc­ 


tions staged each year by the 
Cal Poly Players are only 
part of the enriched theater 
arts program. More than 30 
w o r k s h o p plays are pre­ 
sented, some for the public, 
some for only the college stu­ 
dents.

(Continued From Psgs S> 
dual pledges and plate offer­ 
ings totalled nearly $140,000. 
In 1970, with luck, it will be 
about $125,000. And there has 
been a lot of inflation in those 
years, so that the actual drop 
in constant dollars is even 
greater than it appears. 
The decline in income close­ 
ly parallels and obviously ref­ 
lects a falling off of attend­ 
ance. In 1963, attendance at 
all services totalled nearly 
72,000. In 1969, it was only 27,- 
000, and it will be lower still 
in 1970. 
The big question, of course, 
Is why so many people have 
stopped 
attending 
or 
con­ 
tributing to churches. Many 
pat answers have been of­ 
fered, but no one has made a 
really comprehensive study of 
dropouts to ascertain what in­ 
duced them to leave. 
It’s my guess that such a 
study would turn up not one 
or two but many causes of 
lay disaffection. It would be 
useful if Dr. Gallup or Lou 
Harris or somebody 
would 
make such a study on a na- 
t i o n a 1 
scale. 
Meanwhile, 
there’s nothing to stop a local 
church, or a denomination, 
from making its own survey, 
adv for pms fri oct 30 or the­ 
reafter 


to succeed or fail, and to gain 
increased knowledge of their 
art from the outcome. 
Cal Poly is one of the few 
colleges in California to offer 
this apprenticeship program.
